The. patient, now strong and 
healthy, is Donald Cochran Jr., 
son of P?t. and Mrs. Donald 
Cochran Sr., of Poplar Bluff, Mo. 
Doctors at Firmin. Desloge Hos- 
pital pediatric heart clinic said 
that Donald was the victim of a 
coarctation of tiie arota, a congen- 
ital condition that in the majority 

cases leads to death before the 
‘victim is 40 years old unless it is 
corrected. 

The abnormality came to light 


while Donald was undergoing a arm and fitted it into the aorta 


routine physical examination at 
the hospital prior to plastic 
surgery to repair severe disfig- | 
urement suffered when a stove 
exploded. 

The explosion occurred in the

,One might ask, “Why not hold 
one right away?” or, “Why doesnt 
Attlee let Churchill have a go for 
awhile even though he didn't 
quite win?” 
That would be possible under 
Britain’s flexible unwritten ¢on- 
stitution, but Attlee favors con- 
tinuing in office. 

Attlee’s Decision. 
“The Prime Minister takes the 
view that if the Government had 
been fn the minority of one, the 
course would have been to resign 
and Mr. Churchill would have 
been called upon to form a gov- 
ernment,” says the Herald, Labor- 
ite newspaper. Attlee got a ma- 
jority, however small, so he car- 
ries on. 
Forty years ago, in the Janu- 
ary, 1910, election, the result was 
even closer than this time. The 
Liberals had only two more votes 
than the Conservatives. They 
managed to form a coalition gov- 
ernment with the help of 40 La- 
bor M.P.s and 82 Irish National- 
ists. Even then, however, there 
had to be another election in De- 
cember of that year. 
Why not a coalition now? The 
answer is that the third party 
Liberals did so badly—they elect- 
ed only eight M.P.s — that it 
wouldn’t make a _ significant 
change in the situation whether 
they decided to join with: either 
the Conservatives or Socialists. 
In any event, all three parties 
have such bitter memories of 
past coalitions that they are op- 
posed to any new ones.

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BOOKLET FOR EMPLOYERS 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 25 (AP)— 
The Internal Revenue Bureau is 
preparing to send America’s 3,- 
000,000 employers a booklet on 
withholding income, old-age in- 
surance from salaries and pay- 
ment of unemployment taxes. 

The handbook was compiled 
“for. the convenience of employ- 
ers,” officials said, stressing that 
it puts no new duties or taxes 
on any employer but simply fur- 
nishes information on existing 
ones. 

Subjects cover such things as: 
What are taxable wages; pay- 
ments subject to social security 
but not income-tax withholding, 
or vice versa; computing payroll 
taxes, etc. Tables are included 
showing proper amounts to be 
withheld at various wage levels.

HE 1950 census, which will be taken in April, is regarded as the most} 
ambitious single statistical operation in world history. The result will have|’ 
meaning for every ‘citizen. The inventory will détail for the first time some| 
wrought in the war and postwar decade.

of the momentous changes 
sharply affect the country’s future. 

The sheer size of the operation taxes the 
imagination. A 151,000,000 persons will 
be listed by-name, 45,000,000 dwelling units 
will be listed by address, 6,300,000 farms will 
be listed by location. About 150,000 persons 
will be employed to gather the facts. These 
employes. will use 70,000,000 copies of 150 
different types of forms; 400,000,000 punch 
cards will be used to record facts for ‘tabu- 
lation, 15. billion holes will be punched in 
these cards for machine counting purposes, 
each hole representing an item. More than 
8500 technicians will tabulate the results in 
Washington; the final reports will be turned 
out on electric and electronic devices. ‘The 
total cost will be about $85,000,000. 

What's the purpose in all this? Primarily, 
according to constitutional mandate, it is to 
determine the population of each of the 48 
states as a basis for the division among them 
of the 435 seats in the House of Representa- 
tives. Some states will gain Representatives 
and others will losé them, thus effecting a 
shift in federal policy. on issues in which 
regional interests are important. — 

‘On the basis of present forecasts, Mis- 
souri will lose one seat ir the House, re- 
ducing the delegation from 13 to 12. This 
will necessitate redistricting within the 
state. 

New York is expected to lose three seats 
and Pennsylvania two, while California is ex- 
pected to gain eight, by far the largest in- 
crease. California, Oregon and Washington 
are expected to gain a total of 10 seats, with 
the Middle Atlantic states of New York, 
Pennsylvania and New Jersey losing five. 


More Western Representatives 
To Fight for Irrigation Plans, 


This Pacific Coast gain, coupled with the 
expected loss of five eastern seats and five 
rhore from the solid South, and neither gain 
nor loss in the Rocky Mountains, undoubt- 
edly will mean a further emphasis on build- 
ing up the West.

These include the use of water 
for irrigation and hydro-electric power, pro- 
tection for domestic wool and mineral sub- 
sidies. 

The move to confer statehood on Alaska 
and Hawaii should receive encouragement, 
as the Pacific Coast has provided the main 
support for admission of the territories, while’ 
much ‘of the opposition has come from the 
South. When the territories are admitted 
they can be expected to vote with the West 
because of the similarity of economic inter- 
ests. 

' There also will be changes in the electoral

The census will in effect consist of three 
censuses conducted concurrently. Enumer- 
ators will consider the three categories of 
population, housing and farm. City enumer- 
ators will include population and housing in 
their questions, while rura] workers will in- 
clude “all three. In most instances question- 
naires will be sent in advance to farm fami- 
lies, who will be asked to have the answers 
ready when the enumerator comes to com- 
plete his report. 

Only eight questions in the population cen- 
sus will be asked concerning every person. 
These cover, name, relationship to the head 
of the household, race, sex, age, marital 
status, state or country of birth and citizen- 
ship status. Two additional inquiries, relat- 
ing to employment status, will apply to all 
persons 14 years old and aver. 

The remaintier of the questions will be 
asked only of/a sample of persons, selected 


by chance. For every fifth person there will | 


be questions on education, changes of resi- 
dence and national origins. For every fifth 
person 14 years old or older there will be 
the series of questions on income. Three 
questions apply to every thirtieth person 14 
and older. . 

The housing census is expected to reveal 
the largest 10-year numerical increase in 
dwelling units in the nation’s history, despite 
wartime brakes on residential construction in 
the first half of the decade. The 1940 hous- 
ing census enumerated 37,325,470 dwelling 
units; the 1950 census is expected to reveal 
that number has increased to 45,000,000. In 
1940, the first year the housing census was 
taken, the number of vacant units was about 
2,500,000; that number is expected to be much 
smaller this year. 


How Big Is Your Mortgage, 
Or How High Is Your Rent? 


A total of 25 questions will be asked on 
housing, a proportion on a sampling basis. 
Each set of answers will give a pretty com- 
prehensive picture of what the dwelling is 
like—its size, age, value, whether it is mort-

The bureau has 68 regular district offices, 
a nymber which was expanded to 150 field 
offices for the last manufactures census and 
300 for the business census, and which will 
be raised to 450 for the coming general cen- 
sus. There is a permanent district office in 
St. Louis and a second one will be opened. 

Eight persons specially trained in Wash- 
ington are holding classes in St. Louis now 
to instruct 100 “master trainers.” The 100 
trainers then will go in teams of two to 
various areas throughout the midwest to 
‘train crew leaders -during the first three 
weeks in Match. The crew leaders will 
train the enumerators. Nationally there 
will be about 140,000 enumerators and 8300 
crew leaders. , 

Most of these workers will be temporary 
enfployes and will be selected by district 
supervisors. They will be recommended for 
jobs by Congressmen, state and local offi- 
cials and others. Usually about half the 
workers are housewives. They will be paid 
on a piece basis, averaging about $8 a day. 
The individual rate of pay varies with the 
density of population in the area to be cov- 
ered. The job is expected to be finished in 
cities within two weeks and in sparsely- 
settled country areas before the end of April. 

The data collected in this period will be 
processed mainly by high-speed statistical 
machines operating on the “punch card” sys- 
tem. Holes are punched into cards in various 
arrangements and combinations to represent

ports. These cards are fed into electric sort- 
ing machines to be arranged into related se- 
quences. 

Counting machines then enumerate the in- 
dividual items at a rate of 450 cards a min- 
ute, which is faster than the human eye can 
register and many times as fast as a clerk 
could handle them. In additional sortings the 
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cards are. passed through electronic tabulat- 
ing and calculating machines which make 
computations almost instantly and automati- 
cally produce typewritten tables of statistics. 
About 100,000 pages of printed tables and text 
will be included in final reports. ' 


Sorting Cards, Even by Machine, 
Is No Easy Job—Costs Mounting. 


A single sorting of the 400,000,000 punch 
cards at the rate of 450 a minute would re- 
quire nearly 15,000 machine hours or the 
equivalent of 21 months of work by one sort- 
ing machine operating 24 hours a day. The 
large number of machines used by the bureau 
makes it possible to combine the 15 billion 
items on the cards and produce the full re- 
port. 

The rise in the cost of census-taking ex- 
plains the sampling method te be used this 
year. Wages and printing costs have about 
doubled over 1940 and the population has 
grown. It was necessary to reduce the 
scope of the undertaking or ask some ques- 
‘tions by sampling. The results to be ob- 
tained should not be confused with those 
obtained from sampling polls, which proved 
so inaccurate in forecasting th last. elec- 
tions. For most questions the sample will 
be something like 30,000,000 answers and 
the results will be accurate enough, offi- 
cials think, for any practical purpose. 

Census Bureau statistical methods, as a 
matter of fact, are widely admired. Officials 
of many’ foreign countries come here to 
study them. The methods will be used in 
the Census of the Americas plan, under which 
it is expected that nearly every Western 
Hemisphere nation will conduct an inventory 
im the next few years. A Census Bureau ex- 
pert is now in New Delhi assisting the Indian 
Government in preparing for an elaborate 
census within two years. 

Many-countries take periodic censuses, but 
the United States decennial*census is the old- 
est permanent institution of such magnitude. 
Soon after Congress ordered the first census 
in 1790 it outgrew the basic purpose of count- 
ing heads. The census of manufactures was 
started in 1810, of agriculture in 1840 and 
of ‘business in 1930. 

A complete cenus of business and manufac- 
ture is conducted every five years. Every 
10 years the bureau looks into the fiscal af- 
fairs of state and local government units. It 
reports on agriculture every five years and 
on religious groups every decade. Each month 
it supplies figureg on current employment 
and trade. In effect the canvass that starts 
in April will complete the decade’s work. It 
is the bureau’s big show.

TTLEE, in deciding to tarry on, has 

taken the right immediate course. The 

alternatives were to appeal again, at 
once, to the country or to approach other } 
party leaders in view of forming a coalition 
Government. 

One objection to a new election imme- 
diately is that it might easily produce the 
same kind of a result. A coalition would 
be welcomed by many people, but we be- 
lieve that even if it proved practicable it 
would be a mistake. At the present junc- 
ture, although serious difficulties lie ahead, 
Britain is not in immediate peril. Each 
of the party leaders has been telling the 
electorate that only in the policy of his 
party lies Britain’s hope; how could they 
turn around now and say that, after all, 
it lies in compromise? 

But although Attlee has done right in re- 
maining in office, we do not pretend that 
this is other than a choice of evils. It need 
not be impossible for such.a government to 
carry on. Attlee can count on excellent party 
discipline, partly because Labor members will 
ve driven by necessity (and the whips) to let 
nothing avoidable keep them away from divi- 
sions (voting in Parliament) and partly be- 


cause the election provided a sharp lesson of 
what happens to rebels at the polls. 
Moreover, a Prime: Minister is not bound 
to resign if he is defeated in the House, 
unless he is challenged ona vote of.confi- 
dence. There is no reason ‘why the new 
Labor Government should not survive for a 
considerable time and get the. necessary 
measures through, including the now- 


imminent budget: The right course for the 
opposition, we believe, is not to harass the 
Government by snap votes, but to show its 
tradition by co-operating on essential tasks. 
At best, however, ali parties will inevi- 
tably have their eyes on thé next election, 
which might come suddenly at any time. 
The campaign was fought largely on the 
past records of the parties; most of the vot- 
ing was probably not for positive policy but 


against Tories or against Socialism. And a 
dominant motive was fear—fear of what 
Tories or Socialists would do if they got in. 
One chief reason for this mood is that no 
one today feels sure what either party 
stands for. How far are the Tories still 
reactionary at heart; how far does Labor 
mean to go toward socializing everything? 
Both partiés, we suggest, should now take 
steps to alleviate these anxious uncertainties 
by disowning, convincingly, the doctrines

LONDON, Feb. 25. 


HE election has produced a parliamentary 
7 situation for which we can scarcely find 

a parallel in the last 100 years. But in 
its pattern there is nothing startling. Changes 
are of magnitude, not of form. 

Where electorates are predominantly indus- 
trial, Labor maintains its hold. The conten- 
tion that by Socialism this country cannot 
produce enough goods efficiently enough and 
at a salable price to feed and supply the 
people, has left urban and industrial electors 
unimpressed. 

On the other hand, suburban residential 
or “dormitory” constituencies have moved 
more toward Conservatism; rural areas 
haven’t ‘weakened in Conservative alle- 
giance; Socialist hopes of sweeping agricul- 
tural England have been disappointed. All 
that has happened has been a swing of 
votes, not a startling swing, toward Con- 
servatives, which enabled them to win back 
seats in Parliament. 

Liberals have fared badly, as indeed any 
competent electoral sta ian could have 
predicted. The chances against their secur- 
ing seats in single-member constituencies 
where they have opponents in both major 
parties are so great that any seats won must 
be reckoned as “uncovenanted mercy. In- 
deed, it might almost be called a triumph. 
But it is fair to add: the Liberal total of 
2,600,000 yotes is much less than the number 
of electors who desired to vote Liberal. © 

How many did so desire is hard to say. But 
the figures we have before us are those of 
electors who insisted on voting Liberal—in- 
sisted in spite of all the terrible adjurations 
by the larger parties about wasted votes, and 
despite the sinking feelings in their hearts 
that the prospects of their candidates were 
dismal. It is a remarkable example of politi- — 
cal fortitude. 

The new Parliament is more narrowly bale 
anced than any since- mid-Victorian times. 
This presents no new problem in constitu. 
tional propriety. Attlee, the first Minister 
of the Crown, hasn’t been defeated, and quite 
properly decided to carry on. But the situa- 

tion does set a difficult problem in parlia- 
mentary behavior. ‘ 

It is easy for the historian glibly to pro- 
duce parallels and say that Lord Derby 
or Lord John Russell got on well enough 
with a small majority or with none. Condi- 
tions have changed since then, however, 
We have universal suffrage. We have or- 
ganized parties for hot and fierce struggles 
in the constituencies.

The Idea’s the Thing

questions of grammar, if grammarians discuss 
them.” The continuing truth of his observation 
is demonstrated by the current spate of books 
and articles on writing. Sih , 
These new writers about writing, headed by 
the eminent Dr. Flesch, seem better qualified 
to discuss mathematics. Their rules usually come 
down to a matter of numbers: the number of 
letters in a.word, the number of words in a 
sentence, the number. of sentences in a para- 
graph. But since they insist that the smaller the 
number, the better, they might not be so good at 
mathematics after all. Maybe they are afraid of 
big numbers, And everybody knows that even in 
this day of calculating. machines, mathematicians 
still have to handle some pretty big numbers. 
Such rules leave us very cool. A sentence is 
not made rich and’ readable by a poverty of 
words, but rather by the clarity and purpose- 
fulness of its construction. In every sentence 
there are a certain number of words essential to 
its grammatical structure, but which are of 


‘little service in making vivid its meaning.- Just 


like the bridge-builder who. will let one girder 
carry as much stréss and strain as it can, so a 
good writer will let one predicate, for example, 
support as many ideas as it can. It is no trick to

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The Case Against Mercy Killing 


. Harvard 


. Countless doctors and clergymen, in both 
England and America, are already on rec- 
ord in favor of mercy killing; if the trans- 
action can be. morally and legally safe- 
guarded. Euthanasia cannot be dismissed 
as a project sponsored by a few senti- 
mental crack-pots. I wish to go off rec- 
ord as opposed to any such legislation. 

The oldest code of professional ethics is 
the Hippocratic Oath,. dating from _ the 
fourth century B.C. The physician taking 
that oath says, “I will give no deadly medi- 
cine to any one if asked, nor suggest any 
such counsel.” 

This has. been the rock to which the pro- 
fession of medicine has been moored for 
some 400 years. If the profession as a 
whole slips that mooring, it is hard to see 
what ground it will find for anchorage. 


Quite apart from this matter of profes- 
sional ethics, both Judaism and Christian- 
ity share the common conviction that 
human life is sacred. One of the great 
tragedies of modern- times is the wide- 
spread loss of reverence for life—human 
life in particular—and the coarse seculari- 
zation of our whole attitude toward life. 


Part of a Wider Problem 


If it be said, as indeed it is said, that we 
do not leave man to the dubious mercies of 


nature, but tamper with him all along 


the years through a lifetime, and that it 
is illogical to refuse to interfere with 
the course of nature at the last, one can 
only reply that our continual interfer- 
ence with nature always looks to the 
saving and bettering of life, not to its 
arbitrary ending. 

Mercy killing is, as it were, merely a 
rather*restricted aspect of the much wider 
problem of euthanasia in its entirety. A 
suffering or aged person might conceivably 
be killed, not merely when his life has 


. ceased to be agreeable to himself—he may 


also be killed-when he has ceased to be 
“useful,” a productive member of society.

The director of one of the great mental 
hospitals in this country has stated that 
many members of his staff question the 
wisdom of keeping the patients alive; they 
are not useful and they constitute a heavy 
burden on the resources of the state. It 
was, -however, left for Nazi Germany to 
have, in this matter as in so many others, 
the courage of its philistine convictions. 


Murder’s Small Beginning 


In September 1936, Hitler issued an 

order for euthanasia. All state hospitals 
and institutions were to re on patients 
who had been ill for five years and who 
were unable to work. Similar reports were 
submitted, looking to the killings of un- 
promising children. 
' The records show that prior to all the 
butchering of Jews and prisoners, 275,000 
Germans were put to death at the killing 
centers. In: “Medical Science Under Dic- 
tatorship,” Leo Alexander, M.D., director 
of the Neurological Unit, Boston State 
Hospital, points the moral in these words: 


“Whatever proportions these crimes 
finally assumed, it became evident to all 
who investigated them that they had 
started from small beginnings. The be- 
ginnings were at first merely a subtle 
shift in emphasis iff the basic attitudes of 
the physicians. It started with the accept- 
ance of the , basic in the eutha- 
nasia movement, that there is such a thing 
as a life not worthy to be lived....”

NITED STATES recognition of the weak Bao Dai regime in 
[J viet Nam was an act of political expediency forced upon us by 


Moscow and Peking. It was a step that became inevitable after | 


the Russians gave their diplomatic backing to Ho Chi-minh, Bao 
Dai’s revolutionary opponent in the Indochina struggle. 


Once again, the Communists 
have put American diplomacy in 
a spot to which it is becoming 
increasingly accustomed—that is, 
just behind the eight ball. 


Not much is to be gained from 
arguing whether the American 
move was wise or not. it is done. 
Continued United States de- 
tachment from the Indochina 
mess would have had one certain 
result. It would have hastened 
the eventual absorption of Indo- 
china into the Communist orbit. 


That was a prospect that our 
policy makers obviously could not 
face with equanimity. 

But we would be unwise if we 
did not take full stock of the new 
risks and responsibilities we are 
letting ourselves in for., Indo- 
china promises to become another 
Spain—the next major battle- 
ground in the hot and cold war 
in Asia. Washington’s decision to 
give. the French-supported Bao 
Dai regime its diplomatic backing 
comes, embarrassingly, at a time 
when the Truman administration 
is busy washing its hands of the 
China failure and trying to re- 
store a high moral tone to our 
whole policy in east Asia.

The revolution in Viet Nam is 
more anti-French than it is pro- 
Communist. The tragedy is that 
what has happened might have 
been averted if the French had 
compromised with Viet-Namese 
nationalism on generous terms 
two or three years ago. At that 
time the Communist minority in 
Viet Nam was weak and shaky. 
Today, though still very much in 
the minority, it is strongly in- 
trenched. Moreever, the revolu- 
tionists have grown greatly in 
strength, confidence, experience 
and popular following. 


It is still too early to say what 
effect the Anglo-American recog- 
nition of the Bao Dai regime will 
have on the situation in Indo- 
china. The French, indeed, are 
rapidly turning over administra- 
tive functions to Bao Dai, but 
there are reservations in the 
agreement that make many Viet 
Namese cautious about celebrat- 
ing independence until they see 
it in operation. 


The nub of the problem lies in 
Bao Dai’s efforts to create a Viet 
Namese army that can take over 
the jeb of pacification and polic- 
ing from the French forces.

EXT Thursday, March 1, As- 
N sistant Secretary of State Ed- 

ward G. Miller Jr. and our 
ambassadors in the 10 countries 
of South America will meet in 
Rio de Janeiro to discuss the 
problems that confront the na- 
tions of the continent. Especially 
they will discuss these problems 
as they affect relations with the 
United States. 

This will be the second such 
conference this year. The first 
took place in Havana in January, 
when the heads of United States 
missions to the Caribbean coun- 
tries and Mexico studied the eco- 
nomic and political situation in 
that area. 

The most pressing questions to 
be taken up at Rio are, first, how

Trade at Low Ebb.

‘The 
objective is to confront the Soviet 
Union with such power as to lead 
to a tétal reversal of Soviet pol- 
icy, so that the Kremlin wholly 
abandons the attempt to “estab- 
lish political power over other 
peoples.” 

To this end, the United States 
must maintain a military posture 
desigried to “make sure that mili- 
tary aggression remains improb- 
able if not impossib&.” We must 
also toughen the “fiber of resist~- 
ance among our allies,” by rein- 
forcing “their own sense of mili- 
tary security.” We must “throw 
our weight into the balance wher- 
ever there are relatively good 
chances of halting Soviet expan- 
sion.” 

But U. S. Power Is Ebbing. 

This is an admirable program. 
But again, the net effect is un- 
fortunate ‘simply because the 
reader is left with the impression 
that we are doing all these things. 
In fact, we are not. 

The real military power of 
the United States is demonstra- 
bly declining, while the military 
power of the Soviet Union is 
rapidly increasing. 

The effort, through the mili- 
tary aid program, to give our 
allies the indispensable “sense 
of military security” is hardly 
more than a joke, and is so re- 
garded throughout Europe. 

Partly because of this, the 
Western confederation is threat- 
ened with dissolution, while 
Soviet expansion in Asia con- 
tinues almost unopposed. 

Thus what Kennan has left un- 
said is a good deal more im- 
portant than what he has said. 
The real lesson is that our effort

N Ruth McKenney’s “very 

personal” jove story, the fur- 

ther escapades of “my sister 
Eileen” add spice to the exuber- 
ant Ruth’s account of her own 
adventures in love, war, politics, 
and child birth. 


Frank autobiographical sto- 
ries about families whose ec- 
centricities are capitalized have 
become so common that the so- 
cial historian of the twenty- 
first century, using them as 
ducumentary evidence, can 
prove that the atomic age pro- 
duced a large number of gay, 
spirited zanies. Whether the 
reader is charmed by the whim- 
sical qualities of the characters, 
or whether he is depressed by 
the whole thing depends on his 
own emotional make-up.

THE MYSTERY OF THE CHARITY 
OF JOAN OF ARC, by Charles 
Peguy. (Pantheon Books, Inc., 216 
pgs., $3. 

A France an devoted to 


France and to Mankind, 

Charles Peguy was an enig- 
ma to analytical -contempo- 
raries. He was both strongly re- 
publican and devoutly Cath- 
olic; he mixed mystical love of 
France with fervent socialism, 
As a result, he puzzled anti- 
clerical socialists and Catholic 
nationalists alike. 

Born at Orleans in 1873 of 
a vine-growing family, he 
found in his peasant origin in- 
spiration for the lifetime ob- 
jective made clear by the dedi- 
cation of “Joan of Arc” (his 
first book: 1897) “to all mén 
and women who shall have 
lived for the blishment of 
the universal socialist repub- 
lic.” He was ,killed in 1914 
when he led ah infantry com- 
pany on the first dey of the 
Battle of the «Marne. 

“The Mystery of the Charity 
of Joan of Arc” is the first 
complete work by Peguy to be 
made available in Enfiish. As 
Julian Green, who has made 
the sensitive and skillful trans- 
lation, is careful to point out, 
it is not really a biography, 
“but rather an attempt to de- 
scribe the awakening of Joan 
of Arc’s supernatural vota- 
tion.” Mr. Green also observes 
that Peguy was as full of words 
as of inspiration, and that his 
books “are spoken rather than 
written and lack something of 
their meaning if they are not 
read aloud.” True: One can 
easily imagine large areas of 
the book rendered magnifi- 
cently by means of narrator- 
choral interpretation. 

The fervor of religious and 
humanitarian dedication 
breathes from these pages. Mr. 
Green deserves high praise for 
another glowing triumph in the 
exacting and often overlooked 
craft of translation. Like the 
two previous Peguy works he 
and his sister translated (“God 
Speaks” and “Basic Verities: 
Prose and Poetry’), “The Mys- 
tery of the Charity of Joan of 
Arc” speaks to the best in men, 
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Masses,” has his . telephone 
tapped, and it pleases his wife 
to think of the endless dicta- 
phone discs, stored in some 
dusty Washington warehouse, 
featuring the sinister Mike’s 
favorite question, “Do you love 
me, darling?” 

With its light good humor 
and bubbling buoyancy, the 
reader can, paradoxically 
enough, escape a little deeper 
into life with Ruth McKenney’s 
new book.

She uses the “fingertip method,” 
and as long as the soil feels 
moist, withholds water.

But tem- 
perature again seems to be the factor and after a mild winter 
such as they've had in the south this year, the migration ap- 
parently starts earlier than usual. | 
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@ WHEN THE WEATHER finally cleared, last weekend, the 
creek ran down to normal and Mama and I found an hour of 
leisure to walk out across the farm. The mud still makes bad 
going and rubber boots are the order of the day. Everywhere 
in the fields we found the meadowlarks with their bright 
yellow breasts; and on the high ridge pasture where our cattle 
lay in the bright sunlight, Mike and Chipper flushed the small 
prairie horned larks which have wintered close to the hay barn.

Although the 
muskrats moved into the pond just after it was built and 
have caused us considerable concern with their burrowings 
into the dam, we've had only occasional glimpses of them 
and had never seen one as bold as this fellow.

its footsteps.” : 

That is the tribute one of Aus- 
tralia's leading detectives pays to 
the most unusual body of police 
workers in the world—the abo- 
riginal police trackers. These lit- 
tle known bush sleuths who com- 
bine the talents of Sherlock 
Holmes and a bloodhound, make 
it virtually impossible for anyone 
to disappear anywhere .in the 
globe’s most sparsely settled con- 
tinent. 

Although Australia’s scientific 
criminal detection force is second 
to none, these human police 
dogs, who are only a few years 
removed from boomerang-throw- 
ing savages, play an indispensa- 
ble role in policing 2,974,581 
square miles of country so wild 
that much of it has never been 
explored. Every year they hunt 
down hundreds of lost persons, 
fugitive criminals and ‘escaped 
convicts in terrain which travel 
writers traditionally describe as 
“trackless waste.” — 

This unique mixture of priini- 
tive bush knowledge and modern 
sleuthing is one of the most ex- 
citing chapters in world police 
annals. : 

A classical saga of blacktracker 
detective work occurred some 
years ago in Queensland, then 
the scene of a hectic gold rush 
reminiscent of the forty-niner 
days of California. 


In stark desert*country where 
each man carried his own law in 
his holster, consignments of gold 
were regularly escorted from the 
mining camp to the bank at 
Rockhampton by mounted police 
troopers. After delivering the 
gold, the constables returned 
with the cash for the owners. 

On one occasion neither the 
money “nor the troopers came 
back. A search party from 
Clarmont headed by Police In- 
spector John T. Griffin went out 
to seek them. They found the 
two troopers shot to death and 
no trace of the currency from 
the gold consignment.

The police, led by 
Riley, burst unexpectedly upon 
the camp of the desperado who 
had thought pursuit would be de- 
layed by the wet weather. 


In the running gun battle that 
ensued, Governor sought to kill 
the unarmed Riley whom he 
knew to be responsible for his 
downfall. He succeeded in wound- 
ing a white police sérgeant be- 
fore being overpowered. Hurl- 
ing threats and curses at the

mild-mannered Riley, he was ar- 
rested and taken to prison. 

The ability of Australia’s abor- 
igines in tracking is no accident. 
On the contrary, it is a natural 
product of the inhospitable Aus- 
tralian environment. For many 
centuries, this isolated continent 
has been a grim, difficult place 
in ‘which to live. Semi-arid in 
most areas, it supports only a 
strange and sparse animal life 
which even today is sharply dis- 
tinct from that elsewhere in the 
world. Kangaroos, emus, walla- 
bies, wombats, koalas, giant liz- 
ards, snakes, and even the rare 
platypus are wary in habit and 
rapid in flight. 

To exist in such an environ- 
ment, dark-skinned bushmen who 
inhabited the country before the 
advent of the white man devel- 
oped few of the artificial aids 
which helped natives in more hos- 
pitable lands to live by hunting. 
The Australian bushmen never 
possessed the bow and arrow 
which most primitive people used. 
Instead, they were forced to rely 
on the boomerang, spears and 
crude throwing sticks to bring 
down their quarry. 

With the double handicap of 
elusive game and poor weapons, 
the “Abos,” as they are called in 
Aussie slang, were forced to 
evolve some method of hunting 
to compensate for these factors. 
In the absence of abundant: buffa- 
lo herds such as American Indi¢ 
ans hunted with ease, and the 
plentiful quarry of the African 
natives, the Australian bushmen 
concentrated on successful stalk- 
ing of individual animals. 

The schooling of the aboriginal 
hunter began almost from infan- 
cy. Children’s games all concern 
tracking. Virtual babes are still 
taught games involving the track- 
ing of insects and small lizards 
across the sand. Their reward is 
the privilege of eating their cap- 
tured prizes. Later, they accom- 
pany the men of the tribe on 
hunts, learning to read the story 
of the bush from tiny signs which 
others would either ignore or miss 
entirely.

NE of Mrs. Joseph A. Bauer’s earliest recollections is that 


of being taken by her grandmother to various orphanages 
arld asylums in St. Louis to participate in entertainments. 
Mrs. Bauer, the former Helene Higgins, and her brother were 


in any way one was able, 


. thes children were trained to 


share these talents. 

This childhood ‘training in 
service has. borne fruit 
throughout Mrs. Bauer's adult 
life. While a student at 
Washington University she 
volunteered to teach classes 
in dancing at Grace Hill 
House and later, as a member 

™ of the teaching staff of the 
Jacob Mahler Dancing School, 
gave of her time and train- 
ing to help stage productions 
for schools and charitable in- 
stitutions. She was long ac- 
tive in the St. Louis Commu- 
nity Playhouse and appeared 
in the first production ever 

staged, when the group was known as the Little Theater. 

Mrs. Bauer’s first interest in civic work which was un- 

related to her darcing developed when her children entered 
Community School and she became a member, and later 
president, of that board. Here she came in contact with 
Mrs. Frederick Eiseman, to whom she gives credit for en- 
couraging civic activities among many younger women.

‘“My first major job,” she says, “was that of 
co-chairman of the school lunch program in St. 
Louis county. Our committee set up a program for 
the utilization of the surplus foods and established 
standards which the schools were required to meet 
in order to qualify as recipients of the surplus pro- 
duce which was being distributed. It was a tre- 
mendous job but a rewarding one, since it served 
as a basis for school lunch programs which are still 
in effect throughout the county.”

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THE EMERY KITCHEN ONCE OUTMODED, IS NOW A DREAM OF 
EFFICIENCY. 


ADIES — and men, too, who 

are interested — a revolution 

has been going on. A minor 
one, I grant you, with no world 
shaking consequences, but with 
very definite influence on our 
day-to-day lives. It’s the revolu- 
tion that has been going on in the 
kitchen. 


As in most revolutions, this one 
has been brought about by chang- 
ing conditions. First; and fore- 
most, women have become sold on 
all types of labor-saving devices 
and are demanding the same effi- 
ciency in their kitchens that they 
now have in their cleaning equip- 
ment and their laundries. Sec- 
ondly, the old idea that woman’s 
place was strictly in the home has 
undergone a change; some feel 
that they can carry on the double 
duty of job and home efficiently, 
others feel they must devote part 
of their time to community duties 
without sacrificing their families’ 
welfare. Finally, because of the 
domestic help situation, many 
more women are doing their own 
work or are getting along with 
part-time help. 


Fortunately, industrial design- 
ers of kitchen equipment have 
kept pace with changing condi- 
tions. Or it may even be that they 
have had something to do with 
creating this revolution, making 
women discontented with what 
they have when they see what 
they might have. And, at the risk 
of having half the husbands in St. 
Louis gunning for me, I have 
chosen the three kitchens illus- 
trated on this page to show just 
what these possibilities are. 


Thése kitchens were also se-: 


lected for other reasons. All 
three embody the latest develop- 
ments in modern kitchen effici- 
ency and yet all wege remodeled 
from old kitchens “without too 
many basic structural changes. In 
addition, in spite of their oneness 
in efficiency, they are widely di- 
vergent in style, one being 
straightforwardly modern, one 
being quaintly Early American 
and one being charmingly Pro- 
vincial. 


The kitchen of Dr. E. Van Nor- 
man Emery, and his wife, Dr. 


Felice Emery, at 4668 Pershing, 
is a perfect illustration of how 
an outmoded kitchen can be com- 
pletely streamlined and made as 
efficient as a factory. Here, a 
few structural changes vastly im- 
proved the servicability of the 
entire layout. The main change 
was removing the original wall 
between kitchen and pantry so 
that the pantry area became an 
adjunct to the kitchen proper. 
This part was lined with the same 
type of steel cabinets that are 
used throughout the kitchen and 
the top of the counter is covered 
with the yellow formica that is 
also used elsewhere. The end of 
the pantry counter, leading into 
the kitchen is curved in a stream- 
lined effect, to make a continuous 
work surface. Set into the count- 
er is a bar sink of stainless steel, 
handy for mixing drinks. 
x *« * 


HE kitchen itself is.a joy to 
T behold, with its gleaming sur- 

faces and continuous work 
areas. One entire wall is equipped 
with utilities built in an unbroken 
line with a continuing ess 
steel top. Here is the double sink 
with garbage disposal, twin stoves 
each with four burners and oven, 
with work surfaces and cabinets 
built in between each unit. Above 
this work area, the wall has been 
covered with the yellow formica 
for ease of cleaning, with a venti- 
lating fan set inte the wall. At the 
ends of this wall are windows 
which have been modernized, with 
awning type sash that opens in 
three tiers to give excellent ven- 
tilation. 

To the left of this work area is 
a wall containing the dishwasher 
and more cupboards with formica 
top counter. To the right of the 
utility section is an open pantry 
shelf from floor to ceiling, paint- 
ed a deep green to give a touch 
of color, and holding a collection 
of condiments, breakast foods, 
and other items that are easy to 
get at. 

The other structural change 
was done at the end of¢the kitch- 
en, leading to the back terrace. 
Here the original old kitchen 
closet and back door were ripped 
out to provide space for a break-

fast table. A new window of the 
awning type was put into the wall 
to provide more light and to 
house a collection of herbs which 
are grown in pots on the sill. A 
new door leads to the terrace for 
ease in serving during the sum- 
mer, 

All walls, except the one cov- 
ered in formica are painted white, 
and the rubber tile floor is mar- 
bleized green with white insets. 
The back stairs, leading from the 
pantry to the second floor are 
also completely covered in the 
rubber tile with each tread 
banded in chrome. Into the ceil- 
ing, at various points, have been 
installed spot lights which shine 
directly on the work surface they 
are intended ‘to light. 

The kitchen of Mr. and Mrs. 
Henry C..Lowenhaupt at 109 
Arundel place makes no compro- 
mise with modern efficiency and 
yet bows to the owners’ love of 
Early American. It welds into 
a- successful whole Mr. Lowen- 
haupt’s love for wood surfaces, 
Mrs. Lowenhaupt’s fondness for 
copper and their combined pas- 
sion for old china. 

Here, the entire kitchen, both 
walls and cabinets, are of knotty 

ine with black iron hinges and 
awer pulls. A concession to 
modern efficiency has been made 
in the work tops of the cupboards 
which are all of blue formica but 


this color has been perfectly fitted . 


into the spirit of the room, being 
repeated in the ceiling and on 


it accents the most charming fea- 
ture of the entire room, which is 
the quaint Dutch tiles that have 
been set into the wood paneling 
above the stove. The tiles, repre- 
senting windmills, Dutch boys and 
decorative flower motifs, are not 
only a quaint note in themselves, 
they also provide an efficient 
backsplash for the stove. 

Above the stove is a copper 
hood, again quaintly charming, 
and yet containing an exhaust 
fan and a fluorescent light. Hang- 
ing on the pine wall’ below this 
hood and above. the stove are 
gleaming copper pots which form 
part of the decor and yet are in 
everyday service. More copper 
pots and molds line one entire 
wall and on little rounded shelves 
placed at the ends of most of the 
cabinets are copper tea pots, urns, 
mugs. and graduates that’ Mrs. 
Lowenhaupt uses for serving or 
for flower arrangements.

EHIND the pine doors of this 

kitchen, every item for fune- 

tional living has been installed. 
In addition -to dish-w r and 
garbage disposal, there built- 
in vegetable bins, sugar and flour 
sifters, and racks for table leaves, 
trays, and bridge tables. And 
best of all, says Mrs. Lowenhaupt, 
the pine surfaces are not only 
beautiful to behold but they are 
also easy to keep clean, never

and is a perfect adjunct for the 
“kitchen buffets” which are the 
Lowenhaupts’ favorite form of en- 
tertaining. Here, the pine’ has 
been used as a dado on the walls, 
as the door frames with a scal- 
loped design to match the scal- 
loped frame around the window 
and to make a Welsh cupboard 
which entirely fills one wall. This 
cupboard, which displays a col- 
lection of fine, old Leeds pottery, 
has a bar sink built-in below with 
a top of hard maple that is liquor 
proofed. The paper above the 
pine dado is copied from old book 
lining paper and has a deep red 


.ground with a tiny pattern in the 


Dutch blue and pine tones. 


Reflecting still another spirit is 
the kitchen in the home of Dr. 
and Mrs. Gerhard Gruenfeld at 
11 Aberdeen place. Here, adroit 
planning has put every square 
inch of spate to use in a very 
average-sized kitchen. By build- 
ing out an island in the center 
of the room, usable space has 
‘een doubled, one side adding 
cupboards and ice box room to 
the main work area, the other 
side being devoted to a _ break- 
fast bar. 

Here, too, the work areas are 
on an efficient production line 
basis, with cabinets, stove, and 
sink built at one level, all work 
surfaces being covered with deep 
blue formica. This deep blue 
tone is repeated in the linoleum 
floor, the scalloped ceiling and 


the chairs at the breakfast bar. 
Cupboards and walls on three 
sides -of the room have been -° 
painted white, while the fourth ‘:

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PRINGTIME begins when a woman puts on a colorful new hat that is adorned 
with flowers and ribbons or that indicates by its striking shape and its crisp 
fabric that another season has arrived. The weather may be wrong for light- 
weight suits and pre-Easter dresses but it is right for festive millinery long be- 
fore the first crocus‘peeps its head above the ground or the robin returns from 


the Southland. 


Presented today is a special fashion sec- 
tion devoted to spring millinery and fea- 
turing hats for every taste, every need 
and every pocketbook. -These styles, 
which have been assembled from the 
leading designers, are illustrative of the 
great variety obtainable in St. Louis re- 
tail stores. There are gay themes for 
Wear. on. most important occasions and 
tailored types to harmonize. with spring 
suits and coats. The woman who likes a 
hat to fit her head snugly will find a wide 
choice from which to choose, while the 
one who is flattered by a sweeping brim 
will be equally satisfied. 


This spring the decorative quality in- 
troduced: by interesting colors, clever use 
of novel trimmings and harmony of shape 
and material is of paramount style im- 
portance. Delicate hues stress a. light 
feminine mood in the design of many of 
the-hats, but there are bold contrasts and 
subtfe blendings of different shades to 
make the themes distinctive.

Adrian: The only fashion that 
ever returns—and I mean again 
and again and again—is the flat- 
tering fashion which widens the 
shoulders somehow to make the 
waist slender. Since the whirl- 
wind and short-lived flapper 
fashions of the 1920s were not 
flattering, they may reappear 
designers’ trial balloons, but will 
not penetrate into the American 
woman’s wardrobe. She has the 
most effective thumb in the world 
when she turns it down.

N CHICAGO not many weeks ago 200 top medical 
men of the U. S. and Canada met in an im- 
portant conference. Two days and 45 reports 
Jater they emerged, bursting with enthusiasm 
rare for doctors. 

For they had been hearing a series of remarx- 
able reports which indicate that today’s doctors 
in their study of your glands may be forging 
the greatest. medical weapon since Louis Pasteur 
discovered that bacteria can cause illness. 

Briefly, the exciting new hope is this: 

Today more than ever doctors are becoming 
convinced that the hormone chemicals manu- 
factured by your glands—especially the so-called 
“steroid” hormones produced by the adrenal 
and sex glands and perhaps by others, too—can 
have a tremendous effect on your health. 


A New Era Begins 


One of these “steroids’’ you have been hearing 
a good deal about lately. It is Cortisone, which 
-has proved amazingly effective against rheu- 
matoid arthritis. 

Another hormone, not a steroid but in many 
ways similar, you also know about. It is the new 
medicine, ACTH (PARADE, Aug. 7, 1949). 

With ACTH and Cortisone, Dr. Cornelius 
Traeger, Medica] Director of the National Mul- 
tiple Sclerosis League, says, medicine now has a 
way “to turn some chronic illnesses off and on 
like a water faucet.” Besides Cortisone, at least 
28 other steroids are known so far, all produced 
by your body’s endocrine glands. There may be 
many more. Many doctors now think these hold 
possibilities as good, or even better, than Cor- 
tisone and ACTH. 

These other steroids are shrouded in mystery, 
as are some of the glands that produce them. 
But besides Cortisone, which was first called 
Compound E, researchers now are testing a 
Compound F, also produced by the adrenals. 

Experiments with steroids from the sex 


- glands are just beginning. 


Meanwhile, success with Cortisone is begin- 
ning to bring the steroid picture into focus. 

Right now, hopeful doctors retall the discov- 
ery of penicillin. Like penicillin, which opened 
the way for great new drugs such as aureomycin 
and streptomycin, the steroids may open a tre- 
mendous new vista. 

By attacking degenerative diseases, they may 


have a pronounced effect on the span and vigor 
of man’s life. 

In fact, says Dr. Traeger, “they are changing 
our entire concept of chronic illness. New books 
may have to be written. 

“An era of exciting and tremendous light on 
medical mysteries is now upon us.” 

What excited the doctors at the Chicago con- 
ference (which was on ACTH alone) were re- 
ports such as these about ACTH: 


e.In Boston, 11 children were very sick with 
rheumatic fever, and two seemed about to die. 
But after tiny doses of ACTH, 10 of them, in- 
cluding the two critically ill, were freed of all 
a 


e From Johns Hopkins and Northwestern Uni- 
versity Medical School came reports of people 
with severe asthma attacks who had prompt- 
ly begun to breathe normally again. 


e Other doctors have announced dramatic re- 
sults with ACTH in kidney diseases such as 
nephritis, in certain cases of blindness, with 
gout, and with obstinate skin diseases such 
as eczema and psoriasis. Even acute alco- 
holism has been treated with good results! 
Cortisone has been found of equal promise. 
Furthermore, since the Chicago conference, 
there have been announcements that in 
these two body-chemicals lies hope even 
against mental diseases. 


Cortisone and ACTH have been tried experi- 
mentally in multiple sclerosis (a disease affect- 
ing the brain and central nervous system), and 
ulcerative colitis. They’ve been tried, too, in 
liver diseases, tuberculosis, polio, lobar and virus 
pneumonia, and on certain malignant tumors. 
Many successes are reported in these trials; fur- 
ther investigation is under way. Some successes: 


@ Hay fever patients in some cases have gone 
without attacks for the balance of a season. 


@ There have been dramatic results in schizo- 
phrenia, the disease which afflicts nearly half 
our mental hospital population. 


@ Work on cancer is still preliminary, but sev- 
eral patients with cancer of lymphatic organs 
have shown at least temporary improvement. 


And even as this is written, researchers have 
reported swift, but temporary, help in several 
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cases of acute leukemia, fatal blood disease. 
In all these cases work is preliminary, but 


Back of the hope, and the trials, what is the 
picture? What is happening? 

Briefly, it’s this: 

(1) Your body has many different glands. 
Skin glands, such as sweat glands, pass their 


| secretions directly to the skin’s surface. Your 
| Salivary glands secrete directly into your mouth. © 
| .Tear glands cause your eyes to water. 


(2) But your endocrine glands release their 


| secretions directly into your blood stream. And 


they seem so interlocked and complex that if

(3) Boss of your endocrines seems to be the 
pituitary gland at the base of your brain. It 


is this organ that pumps ACTH into your blood. 


Now ACTH really seems to be a messenger. 
When your blood carries it to your adrenal 
glands things start to happen. You have two 


adrenals, one on top of each kidney, and these 
> -are the glands that pump the steroid hormone 
» Cortisone‘into your blood. 


Too Much Stress Causes Trouble 


| When they are stimulated by the “messenger 
| hormone” ACTH they get busy and shoot more 
' Cortisone into your system. Other steroids, with 
' unknown but perhaps exciting properties, may 
| be similarly stimulated. 


How important to you all this may be is sug- 


- gested by the experiments of Dr. Hans Selye. 
| He tried putting laboratory rats under a long, 
| severe strain. Then he studied the rats, and 
| always he found the same thing happening. 


Rats, too, have a pituitary gland at the base 


| of their brains. First, Dr. Selye noted, the pitui- 
| tary of a rat, under strain, began to pump more 
_ hormone. And this, next, made the adrenal 
| glands shoot out hormones. 


All this was fine for the rat—at the begin- 
ning. For the adrenal secretions increased blood 


pressure and did other things which gave a 
| Special ability to meet the emergency. (It's 


much like your own discovery, under great 


| ‘Stress, that you can do things you never were 
_ able to do—such as run at great speed.) 


But Dr. Selye made another discovery: when

the stress was too prolonged, the rats not only 
lost their emergency strength; they became ill. 

They got the swollen limbs of arthritis. They 
got high blood pressure, hardening of the ar- 
teries, stomach ulcers. 


No longer did their adrenal glands put out a 


balanced set of hormones. Overworked, they be- 
came greatly enlarged; finally they broke down. 

What Selye’s discovery seems to mean is just 
this: that probably a whole host of diseases of 
man are diseases of civilization. 

In short, they are diseases caused by pro- 
longed stress. Harried and frustrated by the 
problems of living, man’s endocrine system gets 
out of balance—and he gets such degenerative 
diseases as hardening of the arteries, high blood 
pressure, arthritis. 


Hormones Out of Balance 


The trouble, Selye believed, wasn’t that the 
busy adrenals shot out too many hormones. 
Rather, it was lack of balance: too many hor- 
mones of one kind, not enough of another. 

Other doctors were skeptical at first. But 
then, here and there, researchers began to re- 
port interesting findings. 


Cancer of the female breast, they found, could . 


sometimes be relieved or stopped by use of hor- 
mones. Was nature’s balance being restored? 
Women with arthritis were observed to im- 
prove greatly during pregnancy, a period dur- 
ing which the body produces more hormones. 
Gradually, other docters began to believe 
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ever suspected. 


Then came the work at Mayo Clini saa

With steroids, doctors may help man restore 
balances which the stress of daily life upsets. 
With them man may have found a treasure 
trove in health, and a way to enjoy not only a 
longer, but a lustier life!

An electric clock installed on a record player or 


recorder—the ordinary portable type—controls the 


playing of the record or tape at 15-minute intervals 
during the night. It plays in three ways: (a) through 
a phonograph loudspeaker; (b) through a pillow ear- 
phone (a flat, circular device about the size of a silver 
dollar); or (c) through a conventional headphone. 
Any type of standard recording may be played—a 
speech, a foreign language lesson, a poem or an exer- 
cise in diction. Many users make up their own. records.

A First, Sherover says, the Dormophone 
: probably will awaken you or keep you 
awake. Eventually you will become accus- 
tomed to the sounds and sleep undisturbed.

Metropolitan Opera tenor Ramon Vinay 
put the gadget to work not long ago when 
he was invited to sing “Carmen” at La 
Scala in Milan. Vinay knew no Italian, but 
with score in front of him and guided by an 
Italian coach, he made a recording. Then 
nightly, 2 Dormophone played it back to 
him while he slept. Two weeks later, he got 
good reviews in Milan. 

Just why the Dormophone gets results 
like this isn’t entirely clear, but Sherover 
has some explanations. 

It’s generally accepted, for 
one thing, that anyone learns 
more effectively if he’s relaxed 
and has no interference from 
noise or light. Sleep, as Sher- 
over sees it, provides the ideal 
learning situation. But the - 
brain doesn’t sleep. 

“The mind,” he says, “func- 
tions from the minute we're 
born until we take our last 
breath. It doesn’t stop at any 
time any more than does the

Sherover’s best results so far have come 
by having students listen to reeordings be- 
fore going to sleep, then several times dur- 
ing sleep, and again on waking. 

One of his first subjects with the Dormo- 
phone was a young magazine writer with 
a European background who had difficulty 
with English pronunciation. 

Sherover had her record a reading of the 
poem “The White Cliffs of Dover.” There- 
after, she played Lynn Fontanne’s reading 
of the same poem on the Dormophone 
every night for two weeks. Then a new 


- recording was made of her reading. The 


change in pronunciation and intonation 
was astonishing. 
Another of Sherover’s subjects was 


Major Alexander P. de Seversky, famed — 


aviation authority, whose Russian accent 
was formidable. The Major still has an 
accent, but at least it’s understandable. 

Dormophones have been in experimental 
use for over a year in a mid-Western insti- 


tution devoted to speech correction. Now.a . 


leading university is beginning to work 

with stammerers, stutterers 
and with people who have vo- 
cabulary difficulties. 

Sherover, who hasn't pat- 
ented his device, has made 120 
hand-assembled models for ex- 
perimental purposes at $85. 
Some he has sold; most he has 
loaned. 

Mass production will start 
this year. But still for a time 
Dormophones will be sold only 
for test purposes, with general 
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sales coming a little later on.
